Quick back of the envelope geometry seems to show your neighbor tower is not 
tall enough! (For the distance you are from it). You were probably 


outside the cone of protection,and of course the loop has a pretty big area 
of its own, and may not have all been within the protected angle. 


Right you are, one should not depend on any one protective scheme, but 

invest in protective multiple devices. And remember also, that MOV type 
protectors degrade over multiple hits and should be replaced if you have 
event". Sometimes, they will do their job well, and leave not doubt they 
are degraded, as one in an Astron supply at the club station did, failing 


an 


short and blowing the fuse, and leaving a cloud of smoke in the ham shack. 
We found that one pretty quick!

Obviously, if one part of the set up projects away from the tower on an 
nonconducting support, you no longer have the required continuous grounded 
conductor for the cone of protection to function. The anemometer would have 
been at a considerable potential; different from the tower depending on the 
resistance of the wires connecting it. Weather instruments at our lab here 
are wired from the factory with fairly small, and therefore, high impedance 
conductors. In fact, we had to protect them with some conduit as 
preventative for what happened in this case. 


The places the protective cone seems to work are often limited, both by the 
30 degree angle, and surrounding conductive or non conductive conditions, 
and the height of the vertical tower. 


One of the examples from industry is the Marine Standard for protection of 
sail boat electronics from lightning, by utilizing the mast to bleed off the 
strike to a grounding plate. Recent Coast Guard experiments on the adequacy 
of the standard one square foot conductive copper ground plate under the 


boat, have found that while adequate for salt water, it is small for fresh 
water. Also, for years boats were allowed to ground a mast with a no. 8 
wire, and now they have suggested a minimum no. 4 gauge. 


Other research has shown that the height of the tower affects whether it is 
likely to be struck or if well grounded, will dissipate charge buildup. The 
IEEE had a paper about the efficacy of the Lightning Dissipaters, a class 
of barbed conductors affixed to the top of towers or tanks. In some cases 
they work, and in others the tower may still be struck this IEEE paper held. 
However, provision of such a larger area of sacrificial material, may lead 
the strike off safely to ground, lessening the danger to instrument wiring, 
feedlines or other vulnerable parts. 


Ben Franklin was attempting to prevent lightning with his rods. However, 
he discovered rather than preventing lightning in all cases, his rods did 
protect the building from fire, if he provided adequate low impedance 
downleads to earth to less harmfully dissipate a stroke than the relative 
non conducting building would. 


The IEEE paper concluded that dissipator arrays work on one of the two types 
of lightning strokes. (Some strokes go from the tower up, others from the 
cloud down.) Very interesting that they have a theory of why the 
performance varies.

Golly Gee, This is so exciting, something that I have lots of experience 
at, Wire Antennas and Trees for support. 


Some one else mentioned the Pruning Pole. Yes, That works quite well for 
Smaller Branches that are not too high. 


He also mentioned a 40 Foot Pruning Pole. You are talking serious money, 
unless you happen to work for the Power Company. :%% 


I have one of the 18 Foot Fiberglass ones with the Pruning hook and rope 
plus the Pruning Saw Blade. I took a 10 Foot PVC Pipe (2") and put some 
slots in one end and added a hose clamp and made into about a 26-27 Foot 
pole. I also added a suitable length of 1/2 rope. It is a bit unwieldy to 
handle, but it will do the job. Actually the weight of the pvc helps to 
power the cutting action of the saw blade. The Pruning cutter is a bit 
tough at that height as the whole thing tends to bow as you pull on the 
rope for the cutting action. Some of the new models may work better as 
they have a leverage system in the cutting section. Gears? 


One other point i would like to comment about is the idea of being right 
under the pole while the action is taking place. Not particuallary a good 
idea. If you are slow to retreat or trip in the process, you could be 
"Dead Meat"! Been there done that.. Well almost. (The Tripping Part). 


Another fellow Maryland Milliwatter has commented on the use of a Bow and 
Arrow. I find it one of my best tools. Yes, what goes up must come down. 
Well, Almost always. I did intentionally lay a very long wire up over the 
top of the Forest in the back yard many years ago. I never did find the 
arrow, But I know that it was still up there when the Trees were 
harvested. It was a 36" Hunting arrow with a Weighted tip and an # 80 
leader tied to a lot of Telephone Wire. Only God knows how long it was. 


It made a good dent in the 5K FT roll of Green Strapping Wire. Which had 
been laid out across the street down to the School and back. One Shot with 
an 80 LB Compound Bow and it was Antenna Rocket Time. 


Since then I use a plain old Long Bow about #40 Test. The real trick is in 
the Arrow Selected. I have developed a number of Tips and Arrows over the 
years. Golf Balls, Tennis Balls, Screw Eyes and Hooks, and a 30.06 Special 
Arrow. That is still my favorite. It is a used 30.06 Cartridge filled with 
molten lead and then pushing the arrow tip end into it and allow it to 
cool. 0.K., I helped with a bit of water. Not to quick with that or you 
will have a disaster. splash back of molten metal. 


The end result is an arrow with about 2-3 oz of lead in it. The trajectory 
is such that it will drop straight down when it runs out of gas. The idea 
is that you fire it thru the desired crotch in the tree and the arrow 
drops straight down the other side, avoiding a big tangle of the Fishing 
line in the branches. I then tie on the 3/16 Black Dacron and haul it up 
and back down. I now have the proper support and can tie on my antenna 
insulator and pull up the wire. I usually just tie the end off with a loop 
around the tree and fold up and tape the excess. Never know when you want 
to make an adjustment. If you do not wand to damaage the tree, you can 
take a loop of #6 Insulated Ground wire around the tree with closed loop 
eyes on each end and just run your support rope thru both eyes and tie it 
off. The tension of the rope will hold it in place. Remember to loosen it 
annually. I forgot one for a couple of years and the tree grew right 
around it. 


A friend uses a Construction brick tied on the end as a counterweight. 
A one Liter Soda bottle with sand or water works nicely. Except in 


Winter: 4% 


Did I also mention that I drill a small hole in the arrow for the Fishing 


line? I usually put it just ahead of the Feathers. This keeps it out of 
the way when shooting and it seems to help stabalize the arrows flight. 


If your line comes off of the arrow, you need to read up on proper knot 
tying for monofilament line. My favorite is called the Uni-Knot, but I 
don't think I can describe it verbally. I think one of the Fishing Line 
Manufacturers had a little brochure in with their product many years ago. 


I have found it to be the very best for the job. Quick, easy, and Strong. 
If any of you make to Atlanticon this Weekend, just ask for lesson. 


I may even bring a surprise, if i have time to make it tommorrow or 
Friday. 


One last comment, The Chain Saw Hi Limb Saw is made by a few different 
companies. I think the one that i have came from SEARS and Sawbuck a 
number of years ago. I already gave the info on ordering one from Harbor 
Freight. As i mentioned earlier, Mine has a weighted lever on one end of 
the chain which causes the chan teeth to point downward. I had trouble 
with it flipping over when working above the 25 foot level for which it 
was designed. I just taped that lever to the neck of a 16 oz water bottle 
(full) and it worked quite nicely.

Polyphaser (I have no interest in the company, etc...) has some good 
publications on the whole subject of lightning 

and its avoidance, and they discuss the subject cone of protection (CoP). 
They say imagine a large rolling ball of radius equal to 170 feet. Roll it 


up next to and over your tower or building. That curve formed by the 
circumference of the ball adjacent to the structure defines the CoP. Fora 
structure taller than 170 feet the whole top of the structure above 170 feet 
is vulnerable, while there is presumed protection under the aforementioned 
curve. 

For smaller structures, presumably, just the peak point(s) is vulnerable with 
protection under the same concave curve away from the structure. All said and 
done, I think that is a statistical thing, again dependent on grounding, other 
structures, and the crazy way lightning can behave.

I'm new to Fox Hunts having done my first year three years ago. I 
was talked into trying a Hunt by Tim Pettibone K50I while he was still in 
town. We were the two Fox Hunters in Las Cruces New Mexico. We did pretty 


good but my rig was an old Ten Tec Argonaut 509 which had receiver offset 
but I never got used to it. Tim has been a Fox many times. He told me to try 
being a Fox soon (when you get a better radio). 


So this winter when Doc put out the note on the list asking for 
people who were willing to be a Fox to write him a note I did so and was 
selected for some reason. The first day I was up band conditions were crummy 
and I was busy just making out station calls and getting fills on the 
Hound's data. That kind of day. No short skip at all. I ran my low dipole 
early in the hunt trying to work Thomas in Tucson. We never heard him or he 
me. It was not a good outing so everything was riding on good conditions on 
my second time out. 


I got more and more nervous as the time arrived. I had the FT-817 
set for Fox work a week early. On the chosen day band conditions were 
super. I was hearing people from all over. I worked Thomas in Tucson early 
with good signals. But as the minutes passed a new condition started to 
form. 


This condition is when everyone has a good signal and after working 
a Hound you send TU, and 2 KHz of 40 meters lights up as a solid heterodyne. 
As Fox you tune back and forth across this mass of Hounds sending their 
call signs over and over and you get only the first 2 letters of a station 
after 45 seconds. Panic sets in and you have a pregnant moment. You just sit 
there looking at the radio and the Hounds are still calling...calling. You 
must do SOMETHING so ... you call CQ. 


Actually it's best not to wait 45 seconds before calling CQ. If your 
unable to copy anything because there are just too many Hounds calling. I 
think a long CQ is a good idea. About 10 seconds worth. Then listen and 
about half the Hounds are wondering what happened and you can get a full 
call sign. 


Now the log. I keep a paper log and that needs to be made into a 
file so it can be made into a message on QRP-L. A Ham sent me a very useful 
list of all the Hounds numbers. If I had just bit the bullet my logs would 
have been perfect. The thing to do is print the lists (10 of them) and your 
log. Then check every contact against the list and make corrections in ink 
so you can read it and fix the file. But I didn't. I had the lists open in 
one window while I had the log open in another list...and got lazy. 


Being Fox the first two times was not fun. I had no idea what to do 
when things turned odd. But now I know better. I will have a chance next 
year (I hope) to redeem myself, or discover more important things I missed 
this year.
